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Frederick Douglass Parker was 
horn at Cleveland, Obio, mm 1850. 
While he was @ boy his vers 
removed to Washington, D. C., 
where they placed him in Howard 
University at which institation he 
was educated. His tather being a 

t traveler and @ man who was 
conversant with all the great polit- 
ical questions of the stirring times 
from which evolved the great civil 
war, naturally the son was early 
interested in political matters. The 
prominent part taken by his par- 
ents in the underground railway, 
the earnest conversations of the 
leading spirits of those times, who 


were frequent guests of his parents, 


all of these early influences com bin- 
edtoimplantin bis young mind 
and heart those tendences which 
in mature years have developed 
him into one of the most energetic, 
bold, and reatless champions of 
hisrace. Daring the Hayes and 
Wheeler campaign, though barely 
21 years of age, he actively engag- 
edin the canvass, among other 
things organizing the colored 
political clab formed at Sarotoga, 
Hon, J. Langston was 
called upon to address a meetipg 
under the auspices of said club, 
and frequently since then has re- 
ferred to it as one ef the largest, 
most enthusiastic and best manag- 
ed efforts of those times. In the 
congressional campaign of Levi P. 
Morton in 1876, Mr. Parker again 
‘distinguished himself. His desire 
to help in the elevation of bigs race 
caused him to serve as teacher in 
several southern states where he 
organized schools and left them 
prosperous in spite of the terrible 
opposition that menaced his en- 
deavors. 
- But space will not permit us te 
follow in detail his early career, 
suffice it to say that each year of 
his life since he became of age is 
signalized by prominent achieve- 
ments in the behalf of his race. In 
1882, while at New Orleans, he was 
married, and during this year he 
settled at St. Paul, Minn., where 
be became editor of the **Wéestern 
Appeal.” His political services and 
personal prominence soon won him 
an important clerkship in the office 
* of Register ot Deeds which position 
he has ever since held with honor, 
He was the first of his race to be 
thus recoguized and is perhaps the 
only negro in the west at present 
holding such a position. His per- 
sonal success has only served to 
Intensify his interest and double 
his efforts for. bis people. He is at 
present the president of the Minn- 
ésota Protective and Industrial 
Bureau. However, his duties and 
labors as’ a public man have 
hot interfered with his large social 
tendencies. He was a leading spir-

AN ATTORNEY GENERAL ASKED 
FOR. 


The New York Times of Satur- 
day, epeakiug of the visit of color- 
ed men from the south to Gen. 
Harrison, says: In addition to Mr. 
Langston, the delegation consisted

large majorities. Such, however, 
are the undue influences and frauds 
brought to bear against the great 
body of voters of these states that 
the desires of the republican mass- 
esare constantly defeated.
